‘POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


THE MALE BIRDS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
liish Tunes, the Poultry Correspondent 
says —— 


With pullets it is better to mate a cock of | 


the previous year. As these older cocks 
are often tardy, about getting into mating 
condition sufficiently early, the best of 
them should be selected now and 
separated from the hens. They may be 
fed on reduced diet until moulting sets 
in, but then they must be well fed before 
mating time. Well-matured cockerels 
can be mated with the older hens, and 
this mating, if all the birds are vigorous, 
is generally good for fertility. Just now 
ocdunehl are, perhaps, too young to show 
all their good points, but as they develop 
they should be picked out and separated 
from the rest. A big “‘ gawky ” looking 
bird will usually turn out better than 
those that are nice and sleek at four or 
five months old.

If I were a man of money I would do 
Dublin a good turn. I would buy up. the 
vacant premises in the General Post Office 
arcade, and I would convert them into a 


boulevard café. As often as I pass through | 


the arcade, the opinion grows on me that 
this would be the perfect use for those 
premises. 

The open-air cafés, such as you find in 
Paris and Vienna and most of the con- 
tinental capitals, are the pleasantest 
places in the world, and a few of them 
would have been very acceptable in Dublin 
during the heat of this year. I suppose, 
however, that restaurateurs cannot take 
the risk of opening them here; for the 
heat wave of to-day may be the 
cloudburst. of to-morrow, and good 
weather is essential to the boulevard 
café. Some few years ago, I recall, a 
Dublin restaurant tried the experiment, 
and seemed to do very well by it so long 
as the fine weather—which happened to 
be rather above the normal that year— 
lasted. 

As a rule, however, the chances of fine 
weather in Dublin are too small. Herein 
lies the beauty of my idea. The arcade 
is perpetually sheltered from rain, hail 
and snow: so long as the warm weather 
holds, its café is available. To be sure, 
it would not be open-air in the strict 
sub divo sense, but it would be much more 
open than any restaurant, and customers 
could have all the fun of eating their food 
and watching the people pass. Smal] 
trees in tubs, and creepers on the walls 
and pillars, would give my café a fresh 
and comely air. I commend the scheme 
to any altruist with more money than I 
possess.

Dr. W. H. Andrews, Director of the 
Veterinary Laboratory of the Ministry of 
Agricultura and Fisheries at Weybridge, in 
a paper on the subject, said that it was 
row certain that contagious abortion might 
infect man. Many cases were probably still 
undetected, but the total number was com- 
paratively small. 

The organism had a very low virulence for 
the average human being, but there were 
susceptible individuals. 

Sir W. Dalrymple Champneys, of the 
Ministry of Health, said that in a number of 
instances the disease was diagnose! as other 
complaints. Sometimes people had their 
appendices taken out, and only recently he 
had heard of a case when a woman had had 
her spleen taken out. 

Sir Willham added that more and more 
doctors and medical officers were now report- 
ing cases to him. 

Professor C. 8. Wilson, of the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, 
said that undulant fever was not well recog- 
nised among the medical profession, and prac- 
titioners had Mistaken it for appendicitis, 
influenza, atid gall stones. Records had been 
coliected of 129 cases of undulant fever in 
Great’ Britain, and Treland. “

RAGUE is among Europe’s fairest 
cities. From the moment when one 
leaves Dresden in the train towards the 
south-east the influence of the old 
Bohemian city begins to make itself felt. 
Prague always has been a Czech city, 
and, even when a large part of Bohemia 
was Germanised by the Austrians, the 
capital never lost its language. As the 
train gathers speed along the lovely valley . 
of the Elbe, one notices the subtle change 
in the voices of one’s fellow-passenger’. 
The soft accents of the Slav fall gently on 
the foreign ear, and by the time when one 
reaches Podmokly—formerly Bodenbach— 
everybody seems to be speaking Czech. 

My first impression of the Czechs was 
one of cheerfulness. So far as their branch 
of the race is concerned, the hoary old 
myth of Slavonic melancholy should have 
been exploded long ago. They are 4 
laughing, merry-faced people, as far 
removed as one could imagine from the 
characters of a Dostoivesky novel, or even 
of a Chekov play. They all seem to be 
most anxious to be of assistafice to the 
stranger within their gates, and, although 
their language certainly presents a nasty

The Tariff War. 


How long must the Free State endure 
her calamitous tariff war with England? 
The question is. being asked by all 
citizens, and they answer it according to 
their political partialities. One thing is 
certain—that those people who are not 
sick of the struggle already will be sick 
of it very soon, Thus far the effects of 
Mr. de Valera’s emergency tariffs have 
disturbed a comparativsly small section of 
the populace; the real trouble will come 
later. The British tariffs, on the other 
hand, have done almost incalculable 
damage to the present fortunes and the 
prospects of the Free State farmer. Our 
Agricultural Correspondent has revealed 
some of the extent of this damage in 
recent articles: Hardly any beasts are 
being offered for sale at the Dublin Cattle 
Market or the provincial and country 
fairs. The farmer forbears to bring his 
beasts, because he realises that no buyers, 
or extremely few buyers, will be present. 
Even if a handful of cress-Channel buyers 
appear, the farmer loses; for the price 
offered: to him is diminished by the 
amount of the British duty. The small 
prosperity that declining prices had left 
to him before the economic war is dis- 
appeariig rapidly. Lands in the Free 
State have depreciated by forty per cent. 
or more; large farms and estates which 
formerly gave employment to a number of 
hands are being compelled to dispense 
with their services, and there is no money 
to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
holding, small or large. “If all the 
farmer's creditors,”” said one person 
interviewed by our correspondent, ‘‘pressed 
for payment, it would simply wipe the 
farmer off the map.” 

As upon cattle, so the British tariffs 
have fallen with shattering force upon 
Irish exports of dairy produce. Eggs and 
poultry have dropped deplorably in value. 
It is calculated that eggs cost about 8d. 
a dozen to produce, and the wholesale 
price for eggs delivered in Dublin is no 
more than 10d. or ls. So small a margin 
of profit has not been known before in the 
dairy produce trade, and poultry-keepers 
throughout the country are abandoning 
their once profitable occupation in despair. 
If it were not for the Government’s new 
butter scheme—the cost of which must 
fall eventually upon the taxpayers of the 
Fre. State—the creameries would not 


realise cost price on their output. Every 


_ other branch of Irish agriculture is affected 
similarly by Britain's action. 


What does 
it profit the country now that Mr. de 
Valera has retained the land annuities? 
The farmers are obliged to pay them to 
Dublin just as they would have paid them 
to London—that is to say, those farmers 
who are able to pay them at all—and 
they are losing their livelihood into the 
bargain. We must look facts in the face. 
The Free State is a little country, und 
Great Britain is a large one. What would 
be a crushing blow to the one would be 
merely a flea-hite to the other. Tocontinue 
this umequal war may be, to an outward 
view, heroic; but the dice are loaded 
too heavily in favour of England. 
According to the Government’s plan, the 
Free State will achieve prosperity by an 
alteration of her whole economic system. 
Wheat must grow where cattle fed before, 
that Ireland may supply her own agri- 
cultural needs without dependence on a 
“foreign” market, 

The imitial move towards peace definitely 
must come from the Free State. We de 
not argue upon any moral basis, but 
purely and simply the Free State 
is bound to be the | in this wasteful 
and unnecessary conflict.

Students of history, for in- 
stance, may be pardoned if they draw a 
parallel with the customs of the later 
Achemenian monarchs, whose distrust of 
their servants resulted in perpetual 
changes among the satraps, with calami- 
tous consequences for the empire. In all 
probability. the parallel is wholly inap- 
plicable. Indeed, the very quantity of 
the dismissals seems to argue that the 
Duce, in, his , power, has; nothing - in 
common with Artaxerxes Longimanus in 
his weakness ; yet the voice of the serpent 
reminds nervous Italians that a pebble 
may be hidden on a beach. It can scarcely 
be denied that such wholesale dismissals 
of prominent servants of the State in any 
other country would throw the public into 
a frenzy of agitation. We cannot sup- 
pose that Signor Mussolini ignored these 
aspects of the case, but it is hard to un- 
derstand why he acted with such blatant 
ostentation. Every purpose which is 
claimed for him could have been served 
equally well by more piece-meal methods. 
Perhaps, however, the temptation to a 
Napoleon to be Napoleonic was too strong 
to be resisted.

When the sociologist of some later

He 
pointed out that the trial judge in his charge 
to the jurv told them that if they accepted 
the evidence of the Guard they would find the 
prisoner guilty of gross indecency. They 
found him guilty on the Guard’s evidence of 
indecent assault, bat not guilty of the more 
serious charges. Consequently, he contended, 
the trial was unsatisfactory. ' 

Mr. Connolly, for the Attorney-General, 
submitted that from the moment the first 
attempt was made te assault the Guard he 
immediately became a police spy on duty and 
ready to get sufficient evidence to convict. the 
erson who had assau’ted him, and to see 
that he did not commit any precipitate act.

His failure has become 
laughable history, and. Hitler, with the 
soured Ludendorff. who had identified him- 
| self with the party, found themselves met 
and overcome by a detachment of the 
Reichswehr. Hitler was condemnéd to a 
short term of detention and Ludendorff 
was acquitted. 
the fire-eating Junker was deprived of thé 
honour of martyrdom for*the cause, On 
his release Hitler found his work undone 
and his . prestige vanished, but with 
exemplary patience he set himself to 
reorganise the party from the beginning, 
and made a fresh start in Mecklenburg, 
where his chances of success seemed more 
promising. ; 

The attempt to reorganise German 
finance on American lines and with 
American capital gave him his next great 
opportunity, and enabled him to force his | 
way to the prominent and powerful posi- 
tion which he now occupies. He has a 
good financial backing, too; for Alfred 
Hugenberg, the Hearst of Germany, is 
behind him, and as the author suggests, 
not too kindly, the will of Hugenberg is 
the way Hitler should go. In spite of 
his denunciation of the larger capitalists 
some of Germany’s greatest financiers lend 
him their support. The sons of the ex- 
Emperor have proclaimed their pride in 
belorging to his party, and altogether 
Herr Hitler has the reins of power nearly 
‘in his grasp, although one would like to 
think with the author that hidden hands 
behind the brown-shirted dictator might 
do the real guiding.

ISS E. HOLMES WILSON’S little 
manual on Contract Bridge is 
precisely the sort of work for which many 
Auction players have been waiting." Many 
people have hesitated to launch upon the 
new development of the game through a 
pardonable fear, but their ' speed at the 
uptake ' may not be equal to the 
novelty of the situation. Miss Holmes 
Wilson, who is President of the Contract 
Bridge Association in Ireland, has laid 
this bogey. 

Her excellent and remarkably lucid 
little book is divided into seventeen short 
lessons—‘‘for the beginner,’’ as she 
modestly says in her preface, though, 
indeed, experienced players will learn 
one or two useful “ wrinkles ” from her 
‘* tit-bits of information on the play of 
the hand.” which conclude the work. 
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i ROFESSOR LODS’S work is the, latest. 
addition to ‘the excellent and 
authoritative “ History of Civilisation ’ 
series. Let us say at once that it is a 
worthy addition. Professor —Lods's 
émifence among biblical scholars is un- 
challengeable; his book is erudite, 
elaborately documented, readable witha] ; 
and the translation by Professor §. H. 
Hooke is careful and spirited. 
In: essence, “ Israel ’’ is a cult-history 
of the Hebrews from the earliest time at 
which they are known to ‘the great 
religious reforms inspired by the prophets 
the eighth century B.C. It is, ho owever, 
political and social history as well as a 
cuit-history ; and it follows that a con- 
siderable amount of space must be devoted 
to the manners, customs and beliefs of the 
Canaahites, who preceded. the Israelite 
tribes. in Palestine. . Professor Lods 
arranges his work logically. His first part 
deals with Palestine before the Israelite 
settlement ; the second with the Hebrews 
before their settlement in Palestine; the 
third with Israel in Palestine. . In every 
case the social and political history serves 
as a background for the religious aspect of 
the period and people concerned. Clearly, 
since the importance of Palestine to the 
World rests in its religion, Professor Lods’s 
proportioning of values. is the correct and 
important one. 

Much of the early history of Canaan 
and Israel is conjectural; the strictly 
documented history of Israel only begins 
with the reign of David, Who the Hebrews 
were remains a matter for doubt—certain 
Habiru “are mentioned in the Tell el- 
Amarna letters—but, at all events, they 
were nomads, and they entered Palestine 
at some time between 1500 and.1200 B.C. 
Roaming .southwards, for one reason or 
another, some of them settled in the land 
of Goshen, on the borders of Egypt. A 
Pharaoh, anxious to utilise their labour, 
sought to assimilate them to the native 
population, and, under the.direction of 
Moses, they ~ ‘wnade haste “back again. 
U iting with the tribes who had remained 
in Palestine, they formed themselves into 
a nation, linked by common devotion. to a 
1 national god. They took various districts 
of the land of Canaan; ‘assimilated them- 
selves to a large extent with the Canaanite 
population, and turned from a Bedouin 
life to the comparatively settled life of 
an agricultural commumity. They came 
under Philistine domination, revolted 
successfully under the leadership of Saul 
and David, and split into two kingdoms, 
Israel and Juddh, after the death of 
Solomon. 

In pre-Mosaic times the Hebrews were 
polytheistic—their religious state, in Pro- 
fessor Lods’s words, was ‘‘ polydemonism 
tinged with polytheism ;’’ but it is possible 
that they believed vaguely in a supreme 
being, whom they called Elohim, side by 
side with other gods or spirits. They had 
holy places, numerous rites and sacrifices, 
priests and ecstatics.. Many of the ideas 
and feelings belonging to this earlier con- 
dition persisted in the worship of Jahweh, 
whom Moses established as the national 
deity.  Jahweh, the god of Sinai, was 
recognised by the Hebrews before Moses, 
but he was only one god among many: 
Moses. held that Jahweh would make the 
Hebrews his peculiar people, that he was 
almighty and paramount. As the 
Israelites settled in Palestine, the worship 
of Jahweh became impregnated with the 
local Canaanite worships; for the 
Canaanite baals were the creation of an 
agricultural people, and
